The examiner has approved the following changes to the drawings: 
The drawings are objected to in that the company information and title printed on sheet 1 
of the drawings needs to be removed from the first sheet of the drawings as well as the surface 
shading in figures 1 and 2 render to drawings unreadable. Once Applicant removes the company 
information and title from sheet 1 of the drawings and amends figures 1 and 2 by removing the

2. Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 1- 
1 1 and 25-33, U.S. Pat. No. 6,793,194 (Grinberg) discloses a valve actuator comprising a lower 
actuator housing (20), a lower actuator plate (22), a helix sleeve (30), and a drive shaft (50) but 
lacks an actuator cylinder and an actuation piston sleeve. Regarding claims 12-24, U.S. Pat. No. 
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6,302,128 (Muchow) discloses a first control valve (18), a second control valve (30), and first 
through forth pilot valves (16, 20, 28, 32) but lacks a first and a second fluid supply tanks.
